REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT

The 2007-2008 school year was a time of change and
transition for the Union County School District. 

The year was also a time of planning for and beginning the
construction of two new buildings, which are scheduled to
open in the fall of 2009. Both schools have been designed
for the purpose of accommodating the educational needs
of students and staff.  The top priority of the school district
will be to continue to provide the very best educational
opportunity possible within a supportive and caring
environment. These facilities will set a standard for the
future and communicate a sincere desire to provide the
very best for our students.

Pacing guides were developed this year for language arts,
math, science, social studies, physical education, and
visual and performing arts to assist teachers in determining
the desired amount of time to be used for a particular
instructional module as well as designing the day to
accommodate the need. Instruction must be the
determining factor in all decisions as the district moves
forward with an emphasis on rigor for all students as they
are challenged to achieve at the highest level possible.

The district experienced a decline of 115 students during
the 07-08 school year. The decline in student population
reflects the decrease in the total population in Union
County and will continue to be a challenge as the district
seeks to keep staffing at a level necessary to
accommodate student numbers. It is important for the
community to continue to grow economically in order for
student numbers to remain constant. It appears that recent
additions such as Dollar General and LSP are indications
of the future.

Efforts must be for continuous improvement at all areas of
operation within the Union County School system. It is the
attention to detail which will allow the district to provide the
very best educational opportunities for students.
